SGA offers book referral service

The SGA's new book referral 
service has begun operation and 
can have a complete selection of 
books by the spring semester, 
according to SGA President 
Billy Lyons, 


The service will give the 
students an alternative to the 
campus bookstore in that they 
can buy their books cheaper and 
sell them back for a higher price 
than they could at the store. 

THE WAY THE service 


works, Lyons explained, is that 
when a student wants to sell a 
textbook, he will fill out a card in 
the SGA office, listing the title, 
author, course number, con- 
dition of the book, its price and 
his own name and phone 
number. The card will then be 
placed on file in the office. When 
a student buys a book for a 
class, he will make his request 
in the office and will be given the 
name and number of someone 
interested in selling that par- 
Ucular book. 

Lyons stressed that to be 
effective, the service will need a 
full file of books. "The book 
referral service is just like 
everything else on this cam- 
pus," he said, “it will work if the 
students support it." Some 
books have already been 
provided this semester, 

LYONS ENCOURAGED all 
students who plan to sell books 
at the end of the semester to 
come by the SGA office and 
register them for sale now, so 
that they will be on file for the 
spring semester. Lyons stressed 
that the earlier books are 
registered, the better the 
system will work. 

After the ref erra 1 system 
really gets under way with a 
number of books, there will be a 
full time worker in the office 
whose only job will be to register 
books to be sold and to resell 
them to other students. 


Artists exhibit works 


A three-artist show is now 
open through Sept. 26 at the 
LSUS Library featuring Clyde 
Connell of Elm Grove and Sylvia 
Gallagher and Lucille Reed, 
both of Shreveport.

SHe has studied art 
at the University of Houston, the 
Houston Museum of Fine arts 
and the New School in New York 
City. Her paintings have been 


widely exhibited and have won 
numerous awards. 

SHE HAS STUDIED weaving 
techniques at the Dallas Craft 
Guild with Jqy Stone and par- 
ticipated in workshops with 
Helen Richards, Candice 
Crockett and Josef Grau- 
Garriga, She has a weaving 
currently being shown at THe 
Egg and The Eye Gallery in Los 
Angeles. 

The current exhibit marks the 
first appearance of Gallagher's 
work at LSUS, Involved with 
clay for about 25 years, she has 
had workshops under Bernard 
Leach, Karen Karnes, M. C. 
Richards, Paulus Berensohn, 
Don Reitz and John Glick. She 
also helped found the Creative 
Craft Alliance in Shreveport, 
serving as its first president.

Loans aid students

A student loan service has 
been established to aid needy 
students in paying incidental 
school expenses, according to 
Cindy McManus, director of the 
Office of Special Research. 

The "Student Short-Term 
Loan Fund" represents LSUS' 
attempt at an idea that has 
caught on at many other 
colleges and universities. 
McManus said it was decided 
that the program— a legislative 
effort of last spring’s SGA 
senate— would not be a long- 
term concept because its 
present form would be easier to 
maintain and administer. 

Limited funds were provided 
by area banks and McManus 
added that the number of 
available loans were restricted. 

Eligible students may borrow 
up to $50 for a maximum erf 60 
days or 10 days prior to the end 
of the semester. There will be a 
! service charge of 50 cents per 


loan and a daily charge of 10 
cents on delinquent loans with a 
50 per cent maximum charge of 
, the loan. 

Applicants must be full-time 
fall or spring semester students 
(the service is not available 
during the summer term). No 
loans will be made to students 
on academic or disciplinary 
probation or whose grade point 
average falls below a 2,0 
overall. First semester transfer 
students and first semester 
freshnaen are also ineligible. 

All loans are approved by 
majority vote of the Short-Term 
Loan Review Board, a com- 
mittee consisting of McManus 
and SGA senator Helen Leritte 
(both appointees of SGA 
President Bill Lyons), Director 
of Student Financial Aid Edgar 
L. Chase, and two yet-to-be 
named faculty appointees of 
Chancellor Donald E. Shipp,

Campus parking 

creates problems 

On any given day, between 8-10 a.m., the 
number one priority is life for most LSUS 
students if finding a parking space close to the 
building. 

As is quite apparent, the situation has 
developed into a major problem, the obvious 
reason being the increased student population 
and corresponding increase in cars. 

This increase in students and faculty has put a 
particular burden on the parking areas near 
Bronson Hall, according to Claude Overlease, 
chief of campus police. Although two of the lots 
were built only last year, all three lots. 
Overlease related, are filled by 10 a.m. each day. 

"Our busiest period of any day is between 8-10 
a.m. As a matter of fact, it is useless for a 
student to even look for a space in the Bronson 
Hall lots after 10a.m. 

Because of the overcrowding. Overlease said, 
“many students parking on the blacktop lot are 
blocking the fire lane, which must be left open,” 
The fire lane is a row of open spaces that allow a 
fire truck to get to an automoble fire, which, 
according to Overlease, “has happened before.” 

“If some students would just take the time to 
park in the gravel lot near the'Snack Shack’ the 
overcrowding could be relieved." 

Overlease is hopeful that as the semester 
progresses and students drop from the 
university, the parking problems will be 
relieved. 

Another problem related to the automobile 
overcrowding is the hazardous situation at, the 
parking light in front of the school, Overlease 
said. 

"Those students caught in the traffic jam 
might save time by going to Harts Island road in 
the mornings.” Overlease indicated he had 
asked city traffic engineers to leave the green 
turn signal on longer so that paore cars can get 
through, but had not yet received a response.

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Betty F ord has a better idea 


There are very, very few subjects 
that consistently create more con- 
troversy than (you guessed it) sex. 
Recently there were two major 
developments under that general topic 
that garnished their share of 
headlines. 

One, of course, was Betty Ford's 
much-published statements about 
Susan. The other, less sensational 
although more significant, was the 
results of a major survey by Redbook 
magazine. Perhaps it is not apparent 
at first, but the closer one looks, the 
more closely related these develop- 
ments are. 

First a look at Betty Ford’s 
statements. No matter how one feels 
about premarital sex, the First Lady 
must be admired for her refreshing 
honesty. We live in a time when most of 
those involved in politics (and other 
areas, particularly bureaucracy) are 
more interested in how something will 
sound than what is said. 

Feelings about a particular subject 
no longer matter; what matters is 
“will it sojind right?” This obsession 
with mere appearance has resulted in 
a dangerous disregard for the truth. 
It’s like waking from a bad dream 
when someone actually speaks their 
mind. 

Some have criticized Mrs. Ford for 
not presenting a good “moral at- 


mosphere" for her daughter. Actually 
the First Lady is doing one of the most 
moral acts a parent can do— she is 
recognizing her daughter as an in- 
dividual, an adult able to make 
decisions on her own. 

Besides, Mrs. Ford neither con- 
demned or condoned premarital sex. 
She did say she would try to un- 
derstand her daughter’s decision 
without forcing her own values on 
Susan. 


For those who think Mrs. Ford has 
opened the doors to guilt-free 
promiscuity, we can only suggest they 
read the current issue of Redbook. 

In a major survey of 100,000 women 
that is full of startling surprises, one of 
the most sobering statistics is that 90 
per cent of the unmarried women 
under 25 admitted having premarital 
intercourse. 


To condemn Betty Ford (or Susan 
for that matter) is just as wrong as it 
would be for Mrs. Ford to tell the 
nation that premarital sex is “right.” 
In other words, each person should be 
allowed his or her own opinion. 



Although this statistic is certainly 
not wholly representative of the nation, 
its significance should not be 
diminished. This is where Mrs. Ford’s 
statements are related. In light of this 
survey it appears that she is not dic- 
tating new moral standards, but is 
looking at realities of our society. 

Again, whether premarital sex is 
right or wrong is certainly up to the 
individual. But the Redbook survey 
indicates a deep shift in the moral tide 
of the nation that, as a whole, has 
condemned intercourse out of 
marriage. Just as important, it also 
points out how “out of touch” many 
parents must be with their children. 
The promiscuity so many of Betty 
Ford’s critics are afraid of may be in 
their own homes. 

No, Betty Ford is not a sign of 
creeping moral depravity; right or 
wrong, she is the voice of reality.

Students cause parking problems

It would seem logical that an 
educational facility with 3,500 
parking spaces and an 
enrollment of 3,100 would not 
have major problems in campus 
parking. But at LSUS that is not 
the case* 

There is a wide range of minor 
malfunctions in the parking 
procedures during the morning 
and afternoon classes. But the 
biggest and most disgusting, 
according to LSUS campus 
security, is nonhandicapped 
students dominating the parking 
places designated strictly and 
solely for the handicapped- 

WHEN THIS occurs, the 
handicapped students 
sometimes have to struggle on 
crutches or wheel themselves 
several hundred yards across 
the campus in order to attend 
classes on time. Measures by 
the campus security to keep 
these spaces open for the 
handicapped are in full swing 
but the problem still remains 
because of inconsiderate and 
indolent students. 

ALTHOUGH parking area at 


ISMS is sufficient, there still 
remains the problem of over* 
crowded lots. The majority of 
the enrollment attend classes on 
the north section of the 
university in Bronson Hall and 
insist on parking in the lots 
closest to this building. 

This causes the two north lots 
to fill substantially while the two 
south lots bear many vacant 
spots. Again this is attributed to 
lazy students, 

WHEN A parking lot does fill 
to capacity, fluorescent cones 
are placed in the area to warn 
students that there are no 
available spaces. These 
measures sometimes don’t 
appeal to students and therefore 
they leave their vehicles on the 
grass adjacent to the filled lots. 

Attempts are being made by 
the security department to 
obtain signs for filled parking 
lots which suggest the student 
find a different lot. The officers 
are hopeful this wiU solve some 
of the problems of students 
parking on the campus lawn, 

STUDENTS parking in 
faculty spaces is another 
problem, ’They just don’t read 
the signs 1 ’ according to one 
officer* 

Signs to distinguish faculty 
and student lots are set up to 
warn students but again the 


unobservant parker manages to 
overlook these markers and find 
a nice spot dose to the building 
where he is destined. 

The only measures taken to 
improve parking situations on 
the L3US campus is to present 
inconsiderate students with 
parking citations and hope they 
will learn from this and other 
will learn from the misfortune of 
ticket victims* 

.SOME STUDENTS receive 
several tickets before they 
realize parking in unauthorized 
areas is forbidden. There are no 
tow-away zones on campus lots 
and numerous tickets are 
necessary to inform students of 
their mistakes. 

Accidents such as ’fender 
benders’ 1 present minor 
problems which are taken care 
of by city police. After a few 
words and a few bucks this 
problem is corrected* There is 
no problem of major accidents, 
according to campus security. 

Many problems are present in 
parking procedures at LSUS and 
more are expected to arise ip 
future years. With th£ 
cooperation and understanding 
of inconsiderate and lazy 
students, the majority of the 
parking problems at LSUS 
would not exist.

Dr. Gleason recalls navy life

"In 1942, our country was 
involved in a war which was 
going badly* People were dying 
on two fronts* Someone had to 
help," remembers Dr, Moriece 
Gleason, chairman of the 
English Department* Many 
young men and women decided 
that they could best help 
America in the Navy. Since Dr. 
Gleason had only a married 
sister and no brothers, the 
obligation seemed hers* 
BEFORE permanent 
assignment, there was orien- 
tation at Smith College, Nor- 


thampton, Mass., one of the 
colleges used by the government 
during World War II. Orien- 
tation included miles of mar- 
ching and hbiirs of calisthenics. 
Ensign Gleason liked the 
marching so much she joined 
the close-order drill team* 

She next had an intensive four 
month course in journalism at 
the Armed Forces Information 
School at Carlisle Barracks, Pa* 
DURING this time the 
legendary athlete Jim Thorpe 
spoke to the students, after 
which he joined them for lunch. 
The students were from all the 
services, but included only two 


WAVE officers. 

"The WAVE uniform was the 
best looking uniform and looked 
very good on, so he sat with us," 
she said* , 

ONE OF her earliest 
assignments was that of Public 
Information Officer at Norfolk, 
Va* She called it her "Gray Line 
bus touring business" because 
of the many tours* she con- 
ducted* 

After a 28-year Navy career, 
U* Commander Gleason 
remembers the Navy fondly. On 
her desk is a Navy-style 
nameplate that says, 
"Lieutenant Moriece Gleason*"

When his first rose 
bushes won prizes in a local 
show, he decided to expand his 
hobby and he now cares for over 
150 rose bushes* 

Dr. Brashier became involved 
in the Shreveport Rose Society, 
a part of the American Rose 
Society, and in 1973 he became 
an apprentice* After five ap- 
prenticeships he became an 
accredited judge, which in- 
volves judging from four to six 
shows in a year. 

The American Rose Society 
divides the country into districts 
and locals, Dr. Brashier said. 
He said that districts comprise a 
section of the country and locals 
comprise a city or town. 

This year's district rose show 
will take place in Shreveport, 
Dr, Brashier said* These district 
shows occur only once every few 
years in any one area, he added. 

Dr. Brashier said that about 
300 area residents belong to the 
Shreveport Rose Society. Its 
activities are threefold: (1) to 
stage rose shows, (2) to stage 
garden tours* which include 
exposure of roses to public and 
competition among members, 
and(3) to demonstrate rose 
pruning. 

Dr, Brashier is presently 
working towards the opening of 
the National Rose Show in 1977 
of which he is chairman. The 
first National Rose Show for 
Shreveport should bring people 
from all over the world. W*

“sometimes a bug flies into your 
rose, which is a penalty. So you 
sit there, twiddling your 
thumbs, hoping and praying 
that the bug will fly out before 
the judge gets to it* It’s really a 
lot of fun."
